Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as 
being anticipated by Brown et al. (GB 2330471 A) . 

Brown discloses a holographic display comprising, a light 
source (16 of Fig. 4 or Fig. 6), an Electrically Addressable 
Spatial Light Modulator (EASLM) in the path of the light source 
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(18 of Fig. 4 or Fig. 6) and arranged in use to display 
successively a set of sub-holograms which together correspond to 
a holographic image, light guiding means (22 of 28 of Fig. 4, or 
32 of Fig. 6) arranged to guide modulated light output from the 
EASLM such that the sub-holograms are displayed successively in 
respective tiled regions of an EASLM projection surface (line 17 
of Page 7 to line 6 of Page 8), and an array of lenses (22 of 
Fig. 4 or Fig. 6) disposed on the output side of the EASLM 
projection plane, the lenses of the array aligned with 
respective tiled regions (See Fig. 2, Fig. 4 and Fig. 6). 

Regarding claim 11, Brown discloses a plurality of displays 
(A- I of Fig. 9), which are combined to enable a holographic 
image to be displayed with a large number of pixels. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/20/2003 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding claim 10, the Applicant argues that prior art 
fails to discloses or suggest the structure of the claims 
invention. In particular, the Applicant argues that "the source 
of coherent light is arranged to illuminate the EASLM with an 
angle of incidence which depends upon the spatial position 
within the hologram of a sub-hologram being displayed, the angle 
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'being in synchronization with the sub-hologram updated rate of 
the EASLM." The Examiner notes that such features are not 
present in claim 10. As such, claim 10 still stands rejected as 
set forth above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowable over the prior art for at least 
the reason that the prior art fails to teach or reasonably 
suggest the source of coherent light is arranged to illuminate 
the EASLM with an angle of incidence which depends upon the 
spatial position within the hologram of a sub-hologram being 
displayed, the angle being in synchronization with the sub- 
hologram updated rate of the EASLM as set forth in the claimed 
combination .
